While Tyrone was in Mounſter, a diſaſterous a&ion hapned, _-_m 
the day of February, Tyrone with his Hell-hounds being not farre 


| from Corke, Sir Warham S* Ledger and Sir Henry Power (who after

the death of Sir Thomas Norris, Lord Preſident of Mounſter inthe 
vacancie of a Preſident had beene eſtabliſhed Commilsioners for 
the governement of the Province) riding out of the Cirie for re- 
creation to take the aire, accompanied with ſundry Captaines and 
Gentlemen with a few Horle for their Guard, not dreaming of an 
enemie neere at hand, careleſly riding every one as he thought good, 
within a mile of the Towne, or little more, Sir Warban S leger, and 
one of his ſervants a little ſtragling from his companie, was in a nar- 
row, way, ſuddenly charged by ac Guire, who with ſome Horſe 
(likewiſe diſperſed) had ſpread a good circuit of ground, in hope ei- 
ther to get ſome bootie, or to haue the killing of ſome Subjects,they 
7 each other. Sir Warham diſcharged his Piftoll, and ſhot the 
Traytor; and hee was ftrucken with the others Horſemans ſtaffe in 
-thehead, of which wounds cither of them dyed : bur noneelle on 
either 
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either ſide was ſlaine. Tyrone having diſpatched his bufſines in 
Mounſter turned his face towards YVlſter. The Earle of Ormond, the 
Lord Lieuetenant generall of Her Maieſties Forces with a compe- 
tent Army was before him with a purpoſe to fight with him in his 
retreat ; But by what accident hee, miſſed of his intention I know 
not, being a hard matter to fight witch an enemy that is not diſpoſed 
ro, put any thing in hazard : He went through Ormond and ſtayed not 
untill he had paſſed through apart of Weſtmeth berweene Hollingar 
and Athlone. The Lord Deputie on the 5. of March had intelligence 
that hee meant to paſſe through Weſtmerh ; Whereupon with all the 


force hee could prelently aſſemble hee marched from Dubliz, but his 


' endeayour was fruitleſſe, for Tirone was palt before his comming.

{ſident and the Earle of Thomond ſentto the Lords of the Councell in 
England, wherein the ſame is fully related. 


A Toint Letter fromthe Lord *Prefident and the Earle of 
Thomond to the Lords of the Councell. 


T may pleaſe your Lordfhips : Although I the Preſident haue by 
my Letters advertiſed the Lord Deputie, the manner in whart ſort 
the Earle of Ormond was taken , which I thinke.is by his Lord- 
ſhip ſent unto you, yet, weethinke it our dueties to make relation 
thereof unto your Lordfhips; and to make knowen unto your Ho- 
nours , how accidentally we were witneſſes of his misfortune. On 
Munday the feventh of April, wee departed from Dublin, and upon 


Wednesday at night wee came to Az{kenyy , where wee found the | 


Earle of Ormond : In our company we had one hundred Horſe, diſ- 
erſed in the Countrey ten or twelue miles diſtant from us, by the 


| Earles Officers: as ſoone as we came unto him, he acquainted us,that 
| he had appointed the next day to parlie vvith Owny Mac Rory, vvee

rold his Lordſhip,that vve vvould attend him : And Ithe Preſident, 
deſired his Lordſhip , that my one hundred Horſe might belſent for 
to goe vvith us, for his Lordſhips better guard, vvhich he refuſed, 
thanking me for my offer, ſaying that he had no need of them : The 
next day being the tenth of this preſent, after Dinner his Lordſhip 


not having in his company aboue the number of ſeventeene Horſe- 


men (of his followers) armed , and not little aboue the like num- | 


ber of all forts , whereof wee were part , and the reſt Lavy- 
yers, Merchants, and others upon Hacknies , with no other 
Weapons then our Swordes , roade out to the place of mee- 
ting , eight long Miles from Kilkenny , called Corronneduffe, 
upon the Borders of Ydough ; Leaving his Lordſhips owne 
Company of two hundred Footemen ſhort (of the place of Parlie 
aſSigned ) aboue rwo Engliſh Miles ; The place vyhere vvee 
met with the rebells,vwas upon a Heathground, deſcending towards 
a narrow ſtraight , having on either fide of us a lowe ſhrubbie bog- 
gie wood, within three pikes length (at the fartheſt) from the place 
where wee parlyed, and the like diſtance from the ſtraight aforeſaid, 
the choyce whereof wee much miſliked. Owny Mac Rorye when 
hee came unto us, brought with him a Troupe of choiſe Pikes,lea- | 
ving in 2 lictle plaine beyond the ſtraight , within halfe Culvering 
ſhor of us, in our fight, all his groſſe, becing in all ro the number (as

dent) five hundred Foot ſtrong, and rwentie Horle, whereof three | 
hundred were Bonoughes,the belt furniſhed men for the warre, and 

the belt appoynted that vvee haue ſcene in this Kingdome. Ar our | 
firſt meeting , and ſo during the parley, (which was appoynted for | 
ſome good cauſes beſt knowen to his Lordſhip) they ſtood (as they | 


might) every one trayling his Pike, and holding the cheeke thereof 


in his hand, ready to puſh. The Earle himſelte was upon a little | 


weake Hackney , unarmed (as all wee were that were about him) | 


ſtanding ſo neere with the ſide of his Hackney to the rebells, as they 


hee delirous to ſee that infamous Ieluite Archer,did caule him to bee 
ſent for ; aſſoone as hee came, the Earle and heetell into an Argu- 
ment, wherein hee called Archer Traytor , and reprooved him, for 
ſending , under pretext of Religion, her Majelties Subjects into re- 
bellion. In this meanetime the grofle of the rebells had left their 
ſtanding in the plaine , and ſome crept into the ſhrubbes atoreſayd, 
and others did ſo mingle themſelues among us , that wee were envi-

| roned, and ſtood as if wee had been in a Faire, whereof divers did | 
advertiſe his Lordſhip. And ar laſt I the Earle of Thomond willed |

| Ty one was diſperſed, and talking with particular rebells, about the

| all wee were not aboue tenne unarmed men neereunto him, and 
| aſſoone as the Allarme was raiſed, every man of his folloyyers came 


away , without Iooking behind him : After wee had cleered our | 
ſelues (within a Butt length atthe moſt) wee made haulr, and called | 
forthe Trumpet, and cried upon the Earles men for a Charge , but | 
none ſtood by us, but Caprtaine Haryy, Captaine ©Browne, Maſter Co- 
merford, a Lawyer , and three of our Servants , which was all the 
company that we had then , and all of us, without Armour or other | 
Weapon then our Syvords, fo as for want of more company , vvee | 
D vvere | 
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were enforced by the Enemies ſhotr, ro leaue them the ground, Bur 
we doe aſſure your Lordſhips , the place wherein we parlied was of 
ſuch advantagetothe Enemy, that 500 Foote, would not haue cared 
for 500 Horle, and therefore (his Lordfhip having no Foote with 
him) it was unpoſsible to doe the Enemy any harme with Horſe: 
this treachery (tor ſo wee muſt terme it in reſpect of his Lordſhips 
confidence 1n the valour of his owne men, and alſo in his opinion 
that the Enemy durſt not ſhewy him this foule meaſure) was contri- 
ved by that Villaine Archer, and none was made acquainted yyith 
it, but Uwny Mac Rory, two Leinſter men , and fower Bonnaghes, for 
if more had beene truſted, there is no doubr bur his Lordſhip ſhould 
haue had knowledge of it ; Owny Mac Rory laid his hands on mee the 
Preſident, as they report, and (next unto God ) I mutt thanke the 
Earle of Thomond for my eſcape, who thruſt his Horſe upon him, | 
and at my backe a Rebell newly protected (ar my fuite) called Brier | 
Mac Donoghe Kevyanaghe being a toote , did me good ſervice, and 
wounded one of the Traitors , that laid hands on the Earle of Or- ' 
mond , forthe reſt I muſt thanke my Horſe , whoſe ſtrength bare * 
downe all about him. On our fide there was but one mandſlaine, |

of ſome of them were his true followers) for want of a Defender | 
are wavering ; others , which in their owne difpolitions were | 
naught , and contained themſclues as Subiects bur for feare of his 

ower, are now at liberty , and we feare will ſhortly declare them- 
ſelues : To keepe them from preſent uproares, Ithe Preſident, did 
immediately ſend for ſixe hundred Foote of the Mounſter Compa- 
nies, which were arWatterford,& the hundred Horle,which were in 
the countrey,to the Towne of Kilkenny, which hath wrought good 
effect, and ſtaied the unſerled humors ; beſides, thereby ir did afſure 
the Lady of Ormond,and her daughter, which otherwiſe had beene 
ſubiect ro many dangers , fo forrowfull a Lady in all our lives vvee 
haue not ſeene ; and doe beleene, that if.it had nor pleaſed God, that

liues ; the Guard vyhereof ſhe committed untous, not being aſſured

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| Farles Heires ; Firſt Sir Edmond Butler his ſecond Brother , which 
Sir Walter Butler the Earles Nephew ,(vvhole blood is nor attainted)

cials and Bownoghs (for ſo they call their waged men) to the num- 
ber of two thouland or thereabouts, Dermond Oconner, as Generall, 
(for ſo they termed him) of the Bownoghs ; Theſe being gathered 
to a head, attended their opportunity to giue ſome blow to our For- 
ces, yet never did encounter them , untill rhey were in their returne 
within five Miles of Corke. In the mid way berwixt that Citie and 
Kinlale, there is a foord & a bridge , over the river called Awneboy. 
Here the rebels lay cloſe in an ambuſh on the North fide of the ri- 


ver,in aglynn between two hils,and alſo on the South fide,in a ſcrub- 


bie Wood neere the river : The Companies comming on, rot think- j 


ing thereto expect an Enemy, marched ſcarce orderly, and but a few 
maches burning , Captaine Tobn ©Boſtocke, riding a good pretty di- 
ſtance before them, and paſt the bridge, eſpied the Morians of ſome 
of the ſuncke ambuſh in the Glinn , preſently retiring backe gaue 
notice of the Enemy , and willedthem to prepare themlelues. The 
rebels finding that they were diſcovered, prefently roſe,and charged 
our men before they were well ordered ; Captaine Flower the 
Commander finding himſelfe oppreſt with numbers, drew to the 
wals of an old ruinous Caſtle to the Eaſtward , neere halfe a mile 
diſtant for his ſafery , in which retrait , they being upon the point of 
routing, were charged home both with Horſe and Foote. Flower to 
prevent the danger , direted Lieuetenant Laye , officer to Sir Toby 
*Barkley , to lie inambuſh under an old ditch , with aſquadron of 
Musketiers ; Carbry Oconner brother to Dermond aforeſaid, came on 
with his Company , following the execution of ſome of our men, 
untill kee fell into the ambuſh, where hearing a volley of ſhot deli- 
vered 'upon them, Carbry with other Gentlemen were {laine ; Ar 
which accident the rebels being amazed, the Horſe tooke the oppor- 
tunity , and chardged them with ſuch reſolution , as inſtantly they 


rowted, and our men fell upon the execution of them : In which 


Cooks Cornet, who did behaue himſelfe with extraordinary valour : 


| beſides Carbry Oconner , ninetie eight were ſlaine in the place, and 
neere 


Charge cannot bur particularly commend Robert Tent, Sir Anthony 
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| cri being raiſed, three hundred Foot, and fiftie Horſe led by ©Pierce 
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neere that number hurt , whereof divers afterwards died : On our 
part, none of note kurt , but Greame brother to Captaine Richard 
Freame, and eight Souldiers: Captaine Flower, (who did that da 
admirably well) had two Horſes ſlaine under him,and received ſun- 
drie wounds, both with ſword and pike , and it was his fortune to 
encounter with Dermond 0 Conner , at whom hee diſcharged his Pi- 
ſtoll, which lighted upon his Targett, whereby he received no hurt. 
Thar night they marched into Kinelmekagh,and encamped beyond 
the Bridge of Balline Courſe , where they ſtayed with their hurt 
men two nights ; the third day in che evening they diſperſed their | 
Companies to.thoſe Countries where they had Bonaughr. 

The ſame day Captaine Francts Slingsby, Commaunder of the 
Lord Preſidents Foot Companie, and garriſon at Kilmallock,where 
there was the Lord Preſidents tewo hundred Foot, Captaine Clares 
one hundred and fiftie,twentie five of Sir Anthony Cooke his Troope, 
andtwelue of Sir George Thorntons Horſe, drew foorth in the night, 
part of thar garriſon , to take the-ptey of the Brough, a Caſtle of | 
Pierce Lies, but three miles from Kilmallocke , to expect the com- 
ming -foorth ofthe prey to graſe, which accordingly,about an hower | 
after day light came foorth, and they tooke it - Then preſently the

| Province together, defired to bee certified by them in the particulars | 


thereof to the intent that hee might addrefle his aQtions accordingly, | 
Sir Henrie Power being ſole Commiſsioner (fince the death of Sir 
Warham S' Leger) reported the ſame much after this manner. | 

I know not how more firly ro deſcribe unto your Honour the 
eſtate of this Province , then by comparing the ſame ro a man that 
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naturall Office, in ſo much that I dare boldly afftirme., that ſince the 
Conqueſt of Ireland, this Province of Mounſter was never more 
diſtempered then now it is , for all the inhabitans of the countrey, 
are in openand aCtuall rebellion, except ſome fevy of the better ſorr ; 
who though themlelues in their owne perſons attend the ſtate , yet 
all their Tenants, Friends, and Followers,yea and for the moſt parr, 
either their Sonnes or Brothers, publikely profeſſed in the deviliſh 
action ; as for example, the Lord of Cahir, Cormocke Mac Dermond 
Lord of Muskry, Gerald Fits James Lord of the Decies , Mac Carty 


| Reugh; The computation and number of the rebels , how many 
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they are,eſpecially of the Province , by reaſon thatthey are diſperſed 
in ſo many ſeverall countries, and commanded by ſo many heads, 
we can giue no certaine iudgement, but for ſtrangers (meaning Con- 
naght men that receiue bonnaght amongſt them) we are certainely 
advertiſed from divers , that are well acquainted with their affaires, 
that they are in Liſt hue thouſand men., which ſtrength addedrto the 
Rebells of the Province, doeth make them abſolutely Maſters of the 


| field, and her Majeſties Forces heere gm_ in Cities and wal- 


' led Townes for their ſafetie, (by reaſon of their weakileſſe before 
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your comming) were in condition little better then beſieged. Fur- 
thermore, all this might ſeeme more tollerable,if the Cities and wal- 
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led Townes were (in theſe times of extremitie) a ſafe and well afſu- 


red retreat for them : buc all of them are ſo beſotted and bewitched 
with the Popiſh Prieſftes, Ieſuites , and Seminaries , that for feare of 
their Curſings and Excommunications , they are ready upon everie 


ſmall occaſion, to riſe in Armes againſt them, and miniſter all under- |

hand,ayde and ſuccour unto the Rebells : ſo that conſidering the ge- | 


neralitie of the Inhabitants that are in open rebellion, the infidelitie 
of thoſe that pretend ſubje&ion , the multitude of Connaght men 
that defend the Action, and the little confidence that may be repoſed 
in Cities, (by reaſon of their contrary religion) wee may very well 
conclude,thar the eſtate of this Provinceis like a man ſicke of a moſt 
dangerous and deſperate diſcalc. | | 

The Lord Preſident having heard by his former advertiſements 
concerning the ſame matter, thus confirmed ; He told the Councell 
that hee much doubted of any good ſuccefle thatcould ſuddenly bee 
expected, and the rather becaule his Forces were farre inferior to the 
rack being in lift but three thouſand Foote and two hundred and 
fiftie Horſe : Yet remembring the old Proverbe, that Ardua virtutis 
eſt via, and relying upon the iuſtneſle of the Warre, more then upon 
the number of his Forces , reſolved to try theuttermoſt of his witt 
and cunning , without committing the matter tothe hazard of for- 


rune,to quench the fire that now raged with ſuch extreame fury.

About this time alſo William Barrett of Ballencolly ,and Flac

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| Aboutthistime alſo the Lord prelidens began to giue forth ſpee- 
ches of a Iourney,that. he ſpeedily inceaded rowards Limricke, with

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thar the Preſident had promiſed his ſafe returne ; with fearefull guil- 
tineſſe hee came to Corke, and from thence to Shandon Caſtle, upon 
the third of May, 1600, where the Lord Preſident remained ar that 
time, before whom when hee had .preſented himlfelte, hee made 
his ſubmiſsion upon his knees , with many proteſtations of the ſin- 
ceritie of his Heart, and the true loyaltie , which hee alwayes bare

fromhim. Adding moreover, that it was needleſſe in themto exact 


any ſuch thing at hishands,who was in his ſoule wholly addicted -

were both wiſely diſcovered, and effectually anſwered : bur all thar 


could bee ſaid, was no more pleaſing to him, then is delightful mu: | 


ſicketo deafe eares ; which being diſcerned, 
leaving for a time all other ſervices) a ſharpe proſecution of Hoſtili- 
tie, with fire and ſword againſt himſelfe, his tenarits and followers, 
ſhould ſpeedily overtake him , upon his returne into Deſmond. 
Much was hee amazed with this denunciation,and therefore hauin 
made a ſhort pawſe, anſwered thus : Since my needlefle pledge is fo 
earneſtly deſired, I am content to leaue my eldeſt ſonne in Corke up- 
on theſe conditions : That her Majeſtic would paſſe unto mee the 
2 .

another : The rwo chiefe Heads were the Sugan Earle (for ſo they 
called Deſmond) Commander of the Provincials,and Dermond O Con- 
ner Generall of the Bownoghs before mentioned. This Dermond 
0 Conner was a poore man in the beginning of his forcune, and not 
Ownerot two Plough Lands, in Connaght his natiue Countrie; his 
reputation grew partly by his wife, who was daughter tothe old 
Earle of Deſmond , and partly. by his valour , being reputed one of 
the moſt valiant Leaders , and beſt Commanders amiongft the Iriſh 
rebels. By meanes whereof he had now the command of foure- 
teene hundred men in his ovwwne Bonaght, and beſides thar, might . 
ſtrike agreat ſtroke with the other, being by Tyrone at his departure 
out of Mounſter , ordained chiefe Commander of them all. This 
man did the Preſident make choiſe to deale withall , for theſe rea- 


| ſons : Firſt becauſe hee knew that the ſaid Dermond being 2 meere

Secondly, hee had a very fit Inſtrument, whereby the more eaſily to 
worke him to his will , namely his Wite , who being broughr up 
ſome part of her time amongſt the _ had nor only learned the 
language, but ſtood reaſonably well affected to the Engluth governe- 
ment, and likely it was that ſhee would ule all her induſtry, to ad- 
vance the ſervice, in hope thar if it ſucceeded well,it would proue a 
good ſtep or Ladder,to procure the liberty of her Brother Iames Fits 
Gerald, Sonne and Heire to Geral4Farle of Deſmond flaine (now 
Priſoner in the Tower) and to raiſe his fortunes. Laſtly irwas pub- 
likely knowen that the Sugan Earle , would never doe ſervice upon 
the Bownoghs,except he might haue both thericle and poſleſsions of 
the Earle of Deſmond confirmed unto him , which her Maieftie 
would never condilcend unto. Vpon theſe grounds in very lecrer 
manner, hee provided and ſent afit agent, to ſound the inclination of 
the Lady Margaret, for ſo was Dermonds Wife named ; and finding 
her fit to bee wrought upon; the Conditions ſhould be propounded, 
Viz. Thar if her husband would take Deſmond Priſoner , and deli- 
ver him into the hands of the Preſident, he ſhould incontinently re- 
celue one thouſand pound ſterling :'and thar heſhould haue a Com- 
pany of men in pay from the Queene, and other conditions of fatis- 
faction, to her ſelfe and her Brother : 'The Meſſenger was no ſooner 
{ent abour theſe important affaires, but that another occaſion offered

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heewas both to attempt and performe as much as he ſpake. To at- 
rempr becauſe hee was ſo valiant and daring, as that he did not feare 
any thing.and to execute, becaule by reaſon of his many outrages be- 
fore commirted,the chiefe Rebels did repoſe great confidence in him. 
The Preſident having contrived a plot for Iames Fits Thomas(as is be- 
fore ſhewed) gaue him in charge to undertake Tohs his Brother : Bur 
becauſe the matter might be caried without any ſuſpition, upon the 
next morrovv, the Councell being ſet, and a great concourle of peo- 
ple aſſembled , Nugent renuerh his ſuite for the continuance of his 

roteftion. Bur the Preſident rehearſing in publike audience, a Ca- 
talogie of his miſchievous outrages lately committed , told the 


Councell, that having farther enquired, and better conſidered of |

- | torelecue your wants hereafter ; Hee preſently promiſed , not to bee 
wanting 1n any thing that lay in the power of one manto accom-, 
pliſh, and inprivate made offer to the Preſident, thatif he might bee 
well recompenced , hee would ruine within a ſhort ſpace, either the 
Sugan Earle,or Toh Fits Thomas his Brother. And indeed very likely 
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the Barronie of Lettrim , which he claimed as his inheritance : For

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thisis moſt true, that not long before this time, one Richard Burke 
Vricleto.the ſaid Redmond, wrate unto. the Preſident , that his Ne- 
phew would be very glad of his Lordſhips favour, & that hewould 
withdraw both himlſelfe and his Bowhoghs our of Mounſter ſo 
that hee would not ſend any Forces ta 'maleſt him in Connaght. 
Whereunto was anſwered, that it became not a Governour, no not a 
privatc Subject ro make any ſuch agreement with a man in his con- 
dition: And farther that hee might aſſurehimlſelfe , that by ſtrong 
hand he could neverinyeſt himlſelfe in the Barrony of Lettrim, nor be | 
in ſecure poſſeſsion of his Fathers Lands : Bur it he would reclaime 
himſelfe and doe ſervice to her Majeſtie, the Pre{ident would uſe the 
beſt friends that hee had, either in England or Ireland, that his cauſe 
might bee reſpected with all favour according to the equity thereof.

The foure and twentieth , the Armie encamped at the Brough, 
where the Preſident left x Ward, pattly to offend the Rebels of Logh- 
guire, three miles diſtant from thence; and partly ro open the way 


berwixt Kilmallocke and Limerick, which for two yearesſpace had | 
been impaſiible for any ſubject. | 
The "#3 and twentieth, the army paſsing neere Loghguire,which 
was as yet held by the Rebels, the Preſident attended with a Troope 
of Horſe, rode to take a particular view of the ſtrength and ſcirua- 


bring the Cannon to annoy the ſame. Hee fonnd it to bee a place 

of exceeding ſtrength, by reaſon that it was an Iland, encompaſſed 
with a deepe Lough , the breadth thereof being inthe narroweſt 
place, a Caltevers ſhot over , upon one fide thereof ſtanderh averic 
ſtrong Caſtle, which at this time was manned with a good Garri- 
fon, fot there was within the Iland' Toby fits Thomas, with two hun- 
dred men at the leaſt, which ſhewed themlelues preparedto defend 
the place. The Preſident being approached within ſhot,to diſcover 
the ground , they diſcharged ſome tvventie Muſkers at him and his 
company, but withour any hurt done : and having effe&ed as much

they were polleſſed with ſuch a ſaperſticious folly, &ſo rernified with 
the Prieſts Thunderboks of Excommunication, as they adjudged 
him unayoidably damned , that ſhould ruinateſuch aprincipall Pil- 
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caſe. for although ſince his returne into Mounſter, himſelfe with the 
Knight of the Glyn, had aſſembled ſome fower ſcore in the Faſtneſle 
of Clanmorris, who guarded their Corne that ſhould maintaine 
them for the yeere follovving : Yet Sir (|harles Wilmot tmarchin 

ewelue miles through their Woods , being directed by a truſty Gui 
came ſuddenly upon them, and {lew fixtic of them the rvyo Princi- 
pals eſcaping very narrowly : After the killing ended they ſcowred 
the Woods, and finding great ſtore of Corne therein, they burnt the 
ſame,and returned withthe Atmes of all the diſperſed Kerne. *Pierce 
Lacy had ſo well beſtirred himſelfe in his negotiation, withthole of 
Ormund and Offery, that of the Ormond and Offery men, with the 
Purcels & Omaghers , he had reinforced himfelte with fiue hundred 


men, and being nov joyned with Redmond Burke, who had one 


\thouſand Foote and ſixtic Horſe (as was credibly informed) drew 


their Forces into 0 Carrels Countrey , threatning daily to invade the 
ſmall Countrey of Limerick, which bordered upon thern, but their 
ſtay (as was reported) depended uponthe returne of Tohn of Deſ- 
mond, who was expected with Forces out of the North. But Tyrone |. 
was ſo well ſet a worke, by the honourable, painefull, and proſpe- 
rous proceedings of the Lord Deputie, as hee had enoughto doe in 
defending his owne.Countrey, much lefſe could he ſpare any Forces 
for other parts. - "FFT | 

In September laſt , mention is made that the Lords of the Coun- 
cell had promiſed to ſend.unto the Preſident ſfixe hundred Foote for 
the Cine of his Artie , which accordingly arrived at Corke, as 
appeareth by the Preſidents Letters written to their Lordſhips,dated 
the five and twentieth of this Moneth-of October , and withthem 
three hundred and fiftie Winter ſuites of apparell. 

But to returne againe to Florence Mac Cartieaafter all chetergiver- 
ſations before mentioned and many other too tedious ro be inſerted, 
finding all his Neighbours to haue ſubmitted thernfelues, and his 
owne Followers, ſo much impoveriſhed by the Warres; deſirous to 
doe the like; was contented (Tandem aliquando) to repairetothe 
Preſidentlyingat Moyallo, bringing ſome forty Horſe in his Com- 
pany, and himſelfe in the middeſt-of his Troope (like thegreat 
Turke amongſt his lanifaries )' drew towards the Houſe (the nine 
and rvventieth 'of Oftober) like Sz» highet by che head and ſhoul- 
ders thefiany of his Followers ; upon his ſubmiſion,, the Prefiderit 
38 having forgotten all former rhatters., gaue hirh kind entertaine- 
rent; being indeed heartily glad of his preſence,as hoping hereby, 
thattheſe Warres of "Ld at vvere brought roa finall end ; to ſe- 


 ciite him therefore tothe State, the Preſident demanded his Eldeſt. 
| Sonne in pledge , who being unable ro rake fo long a Iournie by the

| indiſpoſition of his body (as Florence proteſted) he leſt two others ; | 
the one his baſe Brother,, who had ſpent many yeeres in France,

ges might luffice for the O Suleyans » the O Donoghes , the O E] rowlies, 
and Omaghos Carbry : But hereunto the Preſident would by no per:- 
fwaſion bee drawen to condiſcend ; and thart eſpecially for two cau- 
ſes; the one was,that hereby he might draw from Florencethis great 
rabble of Dependants ; andthe ſecond was, becauſe every of theſe 
being cnatial to put in pledges forthemſelues, che Queene might 
hauc the ſtronger aflurance of theſe wavering and flippery Subjects. 

The Province being reduced to this paſſe (as you haue heard).zhe 
Iriſh having now no other Enemy to oppugne, beginne to goe toge- 
ther by the eares amongſt them(clues, for certaine of Dozoghe Moyle 
Mac Cartie ( ſonne to Sir Owen Mac (cartie Renghe) his people, fol- 
lowing thetrack of fome Cowves,that had beeneftollen from them 
into Muskerry, the Oleries aſſembled themſclues ro the number of 


| one hundred or chereabouts, and following the Carzies, (who were 
by this time returned into Carbery ;) at laſt overtookethem,, and | 


without many words gaue the On-ſer, the other ſtourly reſiſted, be- 
eweene whom there paſſed a ſhort, but a ſharpe skirmiſh, wherein 
were {laine Oleric,the Head of that Sept, and ten other the chiefe of 
his family with ſome more of lefle note,and of the Capties, Finin Mac 
Owen his Brother dangerouſly wounded with forme few ſlaine of 
his part. Cormock Mac Dermond Lord of Mnskery , much grieved 
with the {laughter of the Oleries his Followers,was an earneſt Suror 
tothe Councell, that he might be permitted, to revengethis loſſe up- 
on the ( /arties in Carbery , ſome Hats were that thought it not un- 
fitto accord unto his demands, becauſe which party ſoever ſhould 


prevaile, yet could notthe Queene looſe a good Subje& : Burthe | 
| Preſident would by no meanes yecld thereunco, leſt the hot proſecu- 


tion of theſe particular grievances, might kindle the coales of ſome 
further miſchiefe,in giving occaſion of diſtaft to the now reconciled 
Subjects. | 

Redmond "Burke being weary of his yagabond life, living like a 
Woolfe upon every one from whence he could take any thing, or ra- 
ther wittingly foreſceingthe ruine and deſtruction of thole his Con- 


federats, which were in rebellion, of whoſe fortunes hewagsin all | 


likelihood to be a Partaker, wrote a Letterto the Preſident dated the 
chirtiech of October, which becauſe it is but ſhort Tdoe here ialcrt.

good, the foundation of the Caſtle was undermined , as farre as the 


middeſt of the Seller, which the Ward perceiving, made humble fuir 


| tO bee permitted to depart with their liues , which Sir Charles abſo- 


lurely refuſed , bur if they would ſimply render themſclues, the Ca- 
{tle and all things in itro his diſcretion , hee would then ſtay further 


| proceeding in his worke , othertviſe they might looke within very 


fewy howers to bee blowen up. The Ward vvhich were eighteene 
in number, came forth , and upon their knees ſubmitted themlſelues 
unto him, whom hee cauſed to bee apprehended; the women and 
{mall children hee ſuffered to depart , of the weaponed men he han- 
ged nine, ſo many of ours being loſt at the Siege , which continued 
more then three weekes; the ref1due hee detained , untill he had ac- 
quainted the Preſident with all theſe accidents, who gaue preſent or- 
der for the execution of the reſt; for they had beene all of them for- 
merly protected, except one Sir Dermond Mac* Brodie, a Prieſt, whole 
life was ſaved upon this occaſion : It fortuned thar within this Ca- 
ſtle,at the rendring thereof, there was unknowen to Sir Charles, the 
Lord of Lixnawves eldeſt ſonne, being a child of fue yeares of age ; 
the Warders upon their comming footh, diſarrayed this child of all 
his cloathes,and having beſmeared his face with duſt and durt,com- 


mitted him to an old woman , who bringing the Infant naked and 


disfigured at her backe, conveyed him away withour ſuſpition. Sir 
Charles receiving advertiſement of this eſcape , {ent out ſome Soul- 
diers, and ſome Provincialls, (vvhom he moſt truſted) for the reco- 
verie of him, bur in vainethey all returned vvith loſt labour : ar laſt 
hee bethought himſelfe , that peradventure ſome of the priſoners 
could direct him inthe purſuit , and queſtioning the Prieſt concer- 
ning the Child : Hee anſwered, that he could beſt reſolue him, for 
that himſelfe had given direction to the vvoman where ſhee ſhould 
beſtow the child, till ſhee might deliver him ro his Father : Why 
then, faith Sir Charles , will you not conduct meeto him? Know 
you not, that it is in my power to hang you, or to ſave you? Yes, 
and I affure you , if you will not guide mee tothe place where hee

anſwered , Thar it was all one to him , whether hee dyed this day, |

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though very unwilling to graunt the Prieſt his life , yer the earneſt 
defire hee had to gett the child into his hands, cauſed him to agree 
thereto. The Prieſt being put into a Hand-locke, is ſent with a 
Capraine, and a good Guard of Souldiers about this bultneſle, who 
guided them to a Wood fixe miles from the Caſtle, by reaſon of 
thicke bryers and thornes, almoſt unpalsible, in the middeſt where- 
of there is a hollow Cave within the ground, not much unlike by 
deſcription to Cacus his denne, or the mouth of Avernus, in vyhich 
deſolate place they found that old vvoman, and this young childe, 
whom they brought to the Governour , and the Prieſt and childe 
were ſhortly after ſent to the Preſident. In this Caſtle were gor- 
ten all the Lord of Lixnaw his goods, beſides ſtore of proviſion for 
the Warre , vvho were plentifully provided for f1xe moneths with 
ſich kind of vidtuall as the Countrey yeeldeth; and it was ſaid that 
the Baron himſelfe would haue ſer up his reſt in this Caſtle, which 
he held impregnable againſt any force,(the Cannon excepted;) bur ir 
ſhould ſeeme his heart failed him,nolefle then his expectation. While 
thele things were in doing , Sir Richard Percy drew his Company 
forth of Kinſale into Kinalmekagh, and there rooke a prey of rwo 
hundred Cowes, and got the killing of ſome Rebels.

Theſe prepenſed Eleftions, whether they vvere 
made for feare, leſt they ſhould bee called to account fortheir for- 
mer faults, both in aſciſting the Rebells , and reſiſting the Souldi- | 
ers, or to maintaine the Townes in obſtinare ſuperſticion, which 
before was much augmented by thele Inſtruments , or for ſome o- 
ther hidden cauſe; knowen onely to themſtlues, I cannor certainely 
determine, bur ſure I am, it proceedeth not from any loyall or duc- 
full diſpoſition. Amongſt theſe lawleſſe Lawyers thus ele&ted, there | 
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was one Geoffrey Gallway, Major of Limerick, a* man that had ſpent 
many yearesin England, in ſtudying of the Common Lawes, and 
returning into ireland about three yeares fince , did fo peryert that 
Citie by his malicious counſell, and perjurious example, that hee 


withdrew the Major, Aldermen', and generally the whole Citie 


from comming to the Church , which before they ſometimes tre- 
quented. Moreover,about a yeare lince there happened an affray in 
Limricke, betweene the Souldiers and ſome of the Towne,at what 
time this Gallway came to the then Major, adviſing him to diſ-arme 


| allche Souldiers,and told him, thar all their liues were in the Majors 


| hands, andat his mercy , whereby a gapp was moſt apparantly o- 
| pened by him, to haue induced a wicked and barbarous maſlacre

hee returned anſwer , that it was not thought fit by the Corpora- 


tion to releaſe the,priſoner , except his Lordſhipp would make a 
| Warrant, enjoyning and commaunding them fo to doe. The Pre- 
f1dent and Councell being afſembled,a Warrant was framed, {1gned, 


and directed to the Major : but this Warrant was deemed unſufh- 


_ cient, and therefore deſired to haue the ſame amended in certaine

particulars, which without difhcultie was yeelded unto, and a fe- 
| cond and athird framed according to the Majors owne directions; 


and thus did'hee dally untill hee ſavy the Preſident ready to leauethe 
Towne, ſome part of the Armie being already upon their March, 
at which time the Major came to the Preſident, and utterly re- 
jected all choſe Warrants, affirming thatthe Authoritie given them 
by the Charter , did ſufficiently exempt them from the Iuriſdiction

The Province of Mounſter Rtanding now in theſe good tearmes 
of Obedience and Conformitie ( as you haue heard) the Prefidenr 
choughr good for the diminution of Her Majeſties charge to ſpare 
ſome part of thoſe Forces , which ar firſt wereallotted unto him for 
this ſervice ; and therefore beſides thoſe fiue hundred which were of 
late caſhiered by direction from the Lord Deputie; he was conten- | 
ted to ſpare- one thouſand more to bee diſpoſed for the warres of

of his men were murthered; the like mealure was alſo offered to |

This Letter was delivered, and expounded to the Preſident by the 
White Knight : Pierce Oge before mentioned , was Pierce Lacy,the 
meſſage which hee ſent by Mac Donoghs wife , was to reproue him 
for his ſubmiſsion to the Queene, and to incitehim toenter againe 
into rebellion , and if hee would not bee adviſed by him,and him- 
ſelfe nor able to maineraine the action , that hee purpoled to agree 
with Donell Mac Cartie his brother in Law, andrto leaue the Count 


| of Deſmond, and the Followers in his hands, and to imbarke him- 


ſelfe into Spaine, ro procure and haſten the long expected aide. In 


| October, after many and infinite delarory excules , and protracted 


delayes, he ſubmitted himſelfe ro the Preſident, parting in ſuch pled- 


 ges as before you haue heard,and received a ProteCion for ten dayes, 


before che expiration, whereof hee carneſtly laboured Cormock Mac 
Dermond about the mariage berwixt che. Arch-rebell Iames fits Tho- 
mas and his Siſter , promiſing to the ſaid Cormorks all the Lands that 
hee had in Carbery, and kerb chat the ſaid Earle ſhould gine 


| fartherunto him, ſuch portions of Lands as ſhould beeto his owne 
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content, ſothar he would conlenc to this mariage, andjoyne in this 
wicked combination. 

The next Monerth, divers meanes wete made to Thomas Oge;Con- 
ſtable of Caſtlemange , by the Governor of Kerry, and the young 
Earle of Deſmond (lately come out of England) abour the delivery

of that Caſtle to her Majeſties ule ; Florence receiving notice hereof, | 


made'many journies to the {aid Thomas Oge > urging him with forci- 
bleperſwaſions notro relinquiſh the faid Caſtlerothe Englith, pro- 
miſing that hee would undertake upon his owne charge and perill, 
to ſee kim furniſhed with victuals ( and all other neceſſaries) from 
time to time, whereof hee thould ſtand in need; and-when hee per- 


ceived aninclination in the ſaid Thomas Oge ( notwithſtanding his 
| perfwafions) to yeeld the Caſtle, hee aſſayed by a craftie wile,to haue 
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conveyed away the two Sonnes of Pierce Lacy, which were held 4s

ſhort time after delivered to the State. 
When Sir Charles Wilmot came into Kerry with her Majeſties for-

feſled) intreated Iames fits Thomas to make the warre there,wh ereun- 
to hee aſſented : Bur Tames could notperiwade the Bonoghs untoir, 
Allo after that Dermond O ( onner had enterpriſed che taking of Tames 


fits Thomas , hee did then promiſe him to enter into open action of 


Rehellion, and to that end he ſolicited Dermond Mac Owens MA ac Aw- 
ley,O keefe; Mac Finnin,Owen Mac Teg Carty and others. And when 


| Tyrone was in Mounſter, Florence defired him to make it knowento 
\ the King of Spaine, that hee would ſerue him faithfully ; for the 
; aſſurance whereof, the ſaid Florence wrote a Letter to the King, and 
- gaue it to Tyrone to bee ſent into Spaine : And alſo tooke his corpo- 


rall oath to performe his promiſes; whereupon Tyrone ſtiled and 
confirmed him Mac (7arty More , hee alſo told the ſaid Thomas Oge, 
that if the Spaniards did not land by May next , hee would goe into 


| the North, and from thence into Spaine. And after that James fits

ous enterpriſe : And that hee had loaden a Barque with Iriſh com- |

The Preſident not holding himſelfe ſufficiently aſſured of Flo 


portuned the bringing of his eldeſt Sonne, according to his promiſe 
upon his firſt protection, hee having no pretext for his longer ſtay, 
ſentto Owen Mac Teg Mergagh in Deſmond to carry his ſaid Songe to 
Corke, there to bee left as a pledge for him, within a few dayes after 
this meſſage ſent , Florence receiving advertiſement from Tyrone, of 
certaine Spaniards landed inthe North, and hearing continuall ru- 
mors of Northern forces, to infeſt theProvince, diſpatched a Mel- 
ſenger to the ſaid Owen ac Teg mergagh to make ſtay of his Sonne 
for a longer time ; viz. untill hee might perceiue what would bee 


the iſſue of thoſe preparations ; but before the Meſſenget could 


| come, the ſaid Owen was with the child upon his way, and come to 


Corke, before the ſaid Meſſenger overtooke him, bur had not as yer 
delive- 
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delivered the child out of his owne cuſtody ; wherefore receiving 
this countermand , hee ſecretly conveyed the child out of the Citie,

Vpon the determination of theſe Seſsions aforeſaid, namely in the 


beginning of Auguſt, the Preſident diſpatched his Letters to the 


| Lord Deputie, and the Councell at Dublin, ſignifying the reſtraint 


of theſe men , and the reaſons inducing him thereunro ; for they all 
(being men of turbulenr ſpirits, diſcontented minds; and ill affected 
tothe Engliſh government ) could not but proue very dangerousto 
the State intheſe doubrfull times, forraine invaſions being daily ex- 
pected ; andalthough they had lately ſubmitred themſelues,yert was 
it ſufficiently made knowen unto him, aſwell by the confine of 
the condemned titulary Earle , as from other of good credit, :that it 
proceeded not from any loyall or ducifull diſpoſition, but by the ne- 


ceſtitie of the time being conſtrained , and by the Popiſh Prieſts be- 


 inglicenſed, apr vere contented for a time to liue in ſubjection, be- 


ing no longer able to hold outin rebellion : But yer norwithſtan- 
ding, hee determined to proceed, either in the retayning or releaſing 
of them, as hee ſhould be directed by their graver wiſedomes : The 
Lord Deputie and Councell approved of his proceedings, referring 
the farther purſuite of theſe affaires , together with all other marters 
within his government to his owne diſcretion. 

You haue formerly heard how Sir Francis Barkley was ſent with 
Regiment into om : and although I doe confine my lelfe to 

rvices of Mounſter,yerthis Regiment being

nineth of Auguſt, Sir Francis with his Troopes lodged at Alphine in 
the County of Roſcoman, the morning following was darke and 
miſty, Odounell, Orwrke, Tirrell,and the traytorly Contederats, being 
fifteenc hundred Foote and three hundred Horſe , quartering not 
farre from us, preſented themſelues cloſe to our Campe ; Sir Francis 
*Barkley finding that his ſtore of munition was but weake, reſolved. 
not to fight, but the Enemy growing bold upon our ſlackneſle, preſſed 
ſo boldly upon us, as ve were forced to draw out ; for two houres 
there was a hot skirmiſh , wherein our men ſerved exceeding well, 
forcing them to retire to their quarter : Of our fide there was loſt a 
Gentleman of Captaine King ſmils Company, and foure and tweatie 
hurt : Of the Enemy not fo few as cightie ſlzine and hurr.

Fy the Lords of her Majeſties privie Councell in England, 
WE as the Lord Deputic and Councell at Dublin, of all

was before hee could induce them, to conceit any ſuch thing : Bur 
now atthe laſt, evenas a vehement and violent Tempeſt, ſomerimes 
reſoundeth in the aire for a good {pace before it fallerh, and the neerer 
it approacherh , the more palpably and ſenſeably is perceived; ſuch 
was this tempeſtuous ſtorme of the Spaniards intended inyaſton, 
which was now fo vniuerſally ſeconded from all places, that ic was

The number of Souldiers are fixe thouſand, whereof three thou- 
ſandare here kept aboard the ſhips, leſtthey ſhould runneaway ; the 
other three thouland are a camming from Andaluziaand thoſe parts, 
ina fleete of {hips and gallies, under the conduct of the Adelantatos 
ſonne unto Lisbon.

The ſhips which carie the Souldiers are of the burthen of ane 
hundred, one hundred and fiftie, and not abouerwo hundred Tuns : 
The Spaniards doe refule greater ſhips of the Eaſt Countries, which 
are ſtayed at Lisbon, and make choile of the ſmalleſt Veſlels they 
haue for their purpoſe. | 

Of their fine and fourrie Saile of ſhips, ſeventeene ſaile onely are 
fitted for men of warre , whereof eleaven of them are bur (mall 
ſhips, the other fixe are Gallions ; the Sajnt Pay, the Saint Peter,the 
Saint Andrew, and three ſmaller Gallions of the Kings,whoſe names

The two ſhips of Dunkerke (which haue remayned long ar Liſ- 
bon) doe make ready to come away with the Fleete. 

By this Letter it appeafes that they in England now were awake, 
and confident of the Spaniſh invaſion ; untill which time(notwith-

his high commendations performed, | 

Wee had Newes of the ſhipping that came after Captaine Button 
from Waterford, thatthey were put into the Harbour at Corke,who 
preſently had dire&tion tro worke abourto another Creake, called ' 
Oyſter Haven, lying bervwene Corke and Kinfale, from whence they 
might more commodioully unlade their Artillery and proviſions, for 
the ſpeedy uſe of the Army. 

Wee reſolved to riſe and lye beforethe Towne , but the ſhipping 
being not yer come abour with the Artillery, and other nectſlaries, 
that day was ſpent in diſpatching into England , and making all 
things fr ro remooue. This night Captaine Blayniz-, and Cap- 
taine Flower were ſent out with fiue hundred Foote upon Diſco- | 
yerie that the Spanyards were drawne out of the Towne, and ſo 
lay readie for them , it they had come towards our Quarter, but 
they came nor on. 

The Army was ready to riſe , but the weather falling out very 
fowle, direction was given to diſlodge : foure naturall Spaniards 
came this day from the Enemy , chooſing rather to put themſelues 
upon the mercy of the State, then to live under thetyrannie of their 
owne Commanders , who the next day were fentto Corke. This 
night Sir Tobn Barkley went out with fome three hundred Foote, ha- 
ving with him Captaine Flower, Captaine Morri, and Captaine Bo/- | 
zock, out of theſe were choſen fixtie Pikes and Targets, to be the bet- 
ter undiſcovered , who fell into their trenches , beate them co the 
Towne, and fell into the Gate with thern, they killed and hurt aboue 
rwentie of the Spaniards, betweene the Inner and the owrter Gate, 
and returned having but three hurr. =

The Army diſlodged early , and encamped on a hill onthe North

ſide before Kinſale called the Spittle , fomewhar more then musker 
ſhot from the Towne, and there intrenched ſtrongly : when we ſate 
downe, wee diſcovered that the Spaniards had gotten a prey of two | 
or three hundred Cowes,and many ſheepe, which were (in anIland 
as it ſeemed) upon the Sourhiide of the Towne beyond the warer, | 
which wee could not come ar, but by ſending eight or nine miles a- 
bout, where there was a necke of Land to goe into it, Captaine 
Taffe being ſent with Horſe and Foot, uſed ſuch expedition in that 
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buſineſſe, as hee attayned the place before night , and by hote skir- 
miſh recovered the prey, ſaue onely ſome two hundred Cowes that 
the Spanyards had killed. , although they were under the guard of a 
Caſtle, called CaſtleNy Parke, which the Spanyards had manned to 
defend thoſe Cattle.

ſed to releeue if they were aſlayled, or bring them off in boats. 

The two Culverings were landed , and all meanesvſedro mount 
them, bur it could not bee done till the next day, ſo ill was every

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Theſe two Peeces were mounted, and alithings put ina readineſſe 
ro barter the next day , the Spaniards in the Towne diſcovering our 
purpoſe, didthart night aflay ro relecue the Caſtle by Boats, and were 
valiantly repelled by Captaine Button, with ſhot out of his ſhip. 

The two Culverings began to vlay upon the Caſtle of Rincorran, 
but within two or three ſhot the cariage of the better Culyering 
brake, and about two of theclock in the afternoone,the other recei- 
ved aflave, and by that meanes made unſerviceable,ſo all that could 
bee done that day, was to mount the whole Culvering upon her 
cariage. | 

The ſame day they gaue an Alarme to our Campe, drawing Artil- 
iery our of the Towne, and with itplayed into our Campe, kild two 
neere the Lord Deputies tent with a Demy Cannon ſhot , and

quarter neere his ovvne tent. Do#z Tuan de Aquila perceiving the 
Caſtle vyould bee diſtreſſed, attempred to releeueit by Boats, but Sir 
Richard Percy beate them off , who had the command of the Lord 
Preſidents regiment, that this night was appointed to guard. | 

The Culvering in the morning began to play, and abournine of 
the clock, the Demy Culvering was mounted , which after a few 
ſhot brake her Axeltree; before three ſhe was remounted, and by thar 
time a Cannon likewiſe planted, and all the three Peeces without 
intermiſsion played : The Lord Preſident miſliking the manner of 
che making ofthe battery,nor being conſtantly made upon one place, 
bur upon the Spikes of the Caſtle, requeſted the Lord Deputieto 
leaue that ſervice to his care, whereunto he eaſily aſſented. 

To ſhew that hee was well experienced in the profeſsion of a 
Cannoniecr , wherein hee had beene(by reaſon of his imployments) 
long practiſed, he performed the office of a Maſter-gunner, making 
tome ſhor , and that the Artillery might play as well by night 
as day , himlelfe did take and ſcore out his ground-markes,and with 
his Quadrant tooke the true levell , fo as the want of day-light was

The Lord 4udlzy comming up to the charge, was ſhot through the 
chigh, Sir Garret Haryie hurt inthe hand, and his horſe killed under 
him , Captaine Butlers Lieutenant was flaine, and foure other , Sir 
Arthur Savages Lieutenant ſhot through the Body, and thirtie other 
Lurt, the Enemy left ten or eleuen dead in the place, beſides thoſe 
chat were hurt, which in all liketihood were many, by reafon of the

| ners in Corke, who were like to periſh for want of 
; food : During the ſiege there had beene taken at Rincorran, Caſtle 
| Ny Parke, in fallyes , and in the overthrowv of Tyrone; together with 
| ſome runawayes that voluntary came unto us, about two hundred, 
| rather more then lefſe, whereof ſome of them had been ſent into 
ENGLAND. About this time the Lord Deputie , andthe Lord 
| Preſident went by Boate to an lland in the River of Corke , called 


| Halbolin, ſixe or ſeven miles from the Citie, which upon view they

A Letter from the Lord Deputie- and Q ouncell to 
the Lords in England. 


T may pleaſe your Lordſhips , having certaine intelligence ſince 
our comming to this place , that Don Tzan and all the reſt of the 
Spaniards departed from Kinſale on Tuesday the ſixteenth hereof, 


| and that the wind ſince that time hath ſerved them ſo well, as wee 


aſſure our ſelues by this , they are neere the Coaſt of Spaine, wee 
chought fit hereby to giue your Lordſhips notice thereof, that you 
may know that wee are free now of them all. Since our being here, 
there hath beene brought in a notorious Rebell , one William Mac 
Hubbard, lately taken in Vpperoflery , who of lare hath done grear 
ſpoyles and murders intheſe parts, more then any other, ſo as wee 
haue cauſed him to bee executed in this Towne tothe great terror of 
many : About the ſame time that hee was executed, a Sonne of Ga- 
ret Mac Mortaghes > named Hori: Mac Garret, dyed of a hurt lately 
given him in fight, whowas a moſt dangerous young man, liketo 
croubſle all the Countrey : The death of theſe rwo Rebels, as alſo of 
a notorjous Rebell by birth, of Mounſter lately ſlaine (called Dermot 
Mac Awley) who was an inward man, and a great practifing inftru- 
ment with Tyrone) will greatly quiet theſe parts,and your Lordſhips 
can hardly thinke , what a great change wee find already by their fo 
happy & timely cutting off. As for Sir Finnin Odriſchall, O Donnevan, 
and the twyo Sonnes of Sir Owen Mac Cartie, they and their Follov- 
ers ſince their comming in, are growne very odious to the Rebels of 
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thoſe parts, and are ſo well divided in tations amongſt themſelues,

F:Lchough the Spanyards.as is related,were ſent a- 
way out of Ireland and the Province of Moun- 
ſter cleared of ſtrangers, yer to regulate and 
draw into order the Provincials, which were 
reyolted, was a taske (of no ſmall labour) for 
the Preſident to undergoe, being not unlike un- 
to the ſtare of mens bodies , wherein Relapſes 
| are farre more dangerous then the firſt {icke- 
neſle. Before the comming of theſe Caſtillians,the Province (as you 
haue heard) was in ſo good conformity,as the civill Iuſtice (withour 
all contradi&tion)hadas currant paſlage as in any of the former yeares 
of Peace, and every-mans cattell (withour lofſe or danger) lay day 
and night inthe fields : But now the Rebells, and their hyred Bow- 
noghs {warmed every where, and eſpecially in Carbery, Beare, Deſ- 
mond, and Kerry, in ſo much as there was no place in them, or ad-

as heis) and in con{1deration of the promiſe I made him, doe write 
this Letter untoyou , promiſing (for the reaſons before mentioned) 


that when I ſhall fit downe(with my foxces)before the caſtle(where 


you are) if then you will quitt the ſame and come unto mee, I will, 
by the faith of a Gentleman, and a Chriſtian, make good my promiſe 
to Don Tuan de Aguila; not onely to ſecure you in comming to me, 


-| andin the like ſafetie to bee with mee , bur alſo to relieue and ſupply 


your wants, and likewiſe at your pleaſure, tro accommodate you 
with a Ship,and my Paſport, ſafely to paſſe into Spaine, in ſuch man- 
ner as hath been already accompliſhed to the reſt of the Spanyards 
that are returned to their Countrey : This aboue written I am obli- 
ged by my promiſe to Dor Toh to fulfill. . But if you haue a defire to 
finde or receiue further favours at my hands, you may with facilitie 
deſerue1t , that is, when you leaue the Caſtle to cloy the Ordnance,

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or mayme their Carriages, that when they ſhall haue need of them, 
they may prooue uleleſſe, for che which I will forthwirh liberally 
recompenſe you anſiwerabletothe qualitie of your merit. Laſtly, if 
there bee in your companies any ſtrangers, (Engliſh and Iriſh excep- 
ted) which are likewile by force held(as you are)cheſle my lerrers ſhall 
be ſufficient ro ſecure their repaire ro me, and allo to depart, as harh 
beene before mentioned , conditionally, that you and they preſent 
your ſelues unto mee, before our Ordnance ſhall begin to barrer the 
Caſtle of Donboy aforeſayd : Bur if on your part default be made, 
I holde my ſelfe clearcly acquitted of my promiſe made ro Dos Tobn, 
and to bee free from breach of faith on my part, and you ever af- 
ter incapable of this favour of my promiſed offer. Returne me your 
Anſwer by this Bearer in writing, or by ſome other in whom you 
haue more confidence.

To the Spanyards held by force 
in the CaStle of Dunboy. 


The eighth , the Lord. Preſident ſent foorth three hundred light 
Footmen lecretly by night through the Enemies Faſtneſle,under the 
commaund of Captaine Tohn Boſtock, and John Barry, with com- 
maundement that they ſhould make their repayre ro Ardencully , 
Mac Finnees houle, and there joyne thoſe Forces with Sir Charles 
Wilmoits Regiment; who being united, Terrill and the reſt of the 
Iriſh Rebells, (who before had yaunted, that they would kcepe our 
Armie from joyning together, and lay in a place of advancage fir 
for that purpole) were ſo diſcomforted, as they did quitthe ſtrength 
they poſlſeſt , and ſought onely ro avoyd our Forces, bur no way to 
re{iſt or interrupt them. 7 | 
| But now leaving the progreſſion rowards Donboy for a while, 
expecting faire weather and proſperous winds, to bring our proviſi- 
ons from Corke by Sea: Wee will by way of digreſsion ſay ſome- 
whart of Sir (harles Wilmots proceedings in Kerry , before his com- 
ming into our Campe: Ir may therefore you the Reader to under- 
ſtand, that the Army being riſen from before Kinſale, cheIriſh defea- 
red, the compoſition made withthe Spaniſh Generall, and the forces 
returned to Corke, The Lord Preſident about the beginning of Fe- 
bruary diſpatched Sir Charles Wilmot with a Regiment of one thou-

In this difficulty 
Capraine Slingsby did deſire the Preſident, that hee would commur 
chat ro his charge, and giue him but thirtic Short, and he would (by 
Gods grace) carry that Ordnance by day light into that Creeke, or 
ſinke by the way, if his Lordſhip would pleaſe ro adventure the 
Ordnance ; which was accepted and performed the ſame day with- 
out the loſſe of any man,though many ſhort were made frugin the Ca- 
{tle : for hee had placed all his Shot in the hold upon the Ballaſt, ſo 
that the Decke was breaſt high aboue them , ſo that they had 
onely their Peeces and head and ſhoulders aboue the decke, to play 
with their {mall ſhot, and he that ſteered the Hoy,might bee in ſafe- 
tie, (which much concerned the effecting of thar ſervice by his (ate 
conducting) hee placed him in the hold, and ordered it ſo,that with | 
rwotakles hee might ſteere the Hoy cither to Starboard, or roPort, 
as hee was willed aboue by the Captaine , who ſtood aloft by the 
Miſen Maſte to order her courle as he ſaw cauſe : but it was ſo hoe 
and freſh a gale of winde, that though they ſayled abou halfe a 
league in play of the Ordnance and ſmall ſhor of the Caſtle, yer ſhee 
made that way, that they could not aboue twice diſcharge and lade 
their Ordnance, before ſhee atrained the Creeke,where ſhe was then 
in ſecuritie from any further annoyance of the Caſtle. 

The eleventh , wee entrenched our Campe , mounted our Ord- 
nance, anddrew them all into the marker place , and the lame day | 
about cight of the clock inthe evening, the Lord Preſident gaue di- 
retion to hauea Demy Culvering drawen within ſhort of the Caſtle, 
which made but two ſhot that night, and was withdrawen : The 
Spaniſh Cannoniers-finding the ſhot , willed the Iriſh to be of good 
courage, for that Peece would doe them no harme : Hee alſo cauſed 
ewo Minnions to bee landed out of the Queenes ſhip, and placed 
them upon a poynt of ground on the Northweſt ſide of the Caſtle, 
which overlookedir, to annoy the Rebels; whileſt we were abour 
our worke , the ſame night wee began our approaches : the care

diſcreete and dexterous Gentleman , making him Trench-maſter, 
who performed with commendations the charge which was layed

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upon him, having allthe day before employed a great partie of men 
to the Wood (which was a long mile and halfe diſtant from the 
| Campe) to fetch more wattle,to make Gabions, and was conitrained 
| toſend a ſtrong guard with them for their defence : This day the 
Enemy out of the Wood madea ſalley upon lome of our guards,bur 
were immediatly repulled. *. | 
. Thetwelfth of the ſame,underſtanding that the Enemy had forti- 
| fied thelland of the Dorfies , and caried thither three Peeces of Spa-_ 
. niſh Ordnance , and placed a ſtrong Ward of fourtie choiſe men in | 
the ſame, reſerving that as their laſt and ſureſt retuge : The Lord 
| Preſident made ſpeciall choife of Capraine Tohs Boſtock,and ſent him 
with Owen Oſulevans and Lieutenant Downings (officer to Sir Francis 
| Barkley) and gaue them (as allo ro Captaine Thomas Fleming , who 
| had command of her Majeſties Pinnace ) ſecretly in charge; (that |

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. now whileſt their Army was occupied in beſteging Dunboy, and | 
making their trenches and approaches, and the Enemy ſecure from | 
any ſuſpition, that wee would giue any attempt elſe where) thatthey

; into themone hundred and fixtie foote men, and ſet faile for the 
' Handof the Dorſtes , which charge they affected accordingly, and | 
. arrived there with the forces early the next day in the morning, and 
| being on land drew to the North poynt of thelland , where they 
: found the wals of a ruined Chappell; Captaine Boſtocke under the 
' fafetiethereof lodged Lieutenant Downings,and a partie of men,and 
| thenreturned aboard the Queenes Pinnace , togiue direftion what 
heewould haue done. and thence tooke the Boat of the Pinnace and 
rowed about the Iland,to diſcover a ficlanding place for himfelfe and 
the reſt of his Souldiers, then comming backe te the Pinnace (ſo 
ſoone as the tide ſexyed) cauſed the. Pinnace ro warpe up neerer the 
place, and appoynted thirtie Souldiers and a _— to attend her, 
and ſentunto Lieutenant Downings a ſhore, adviſing him, hat at the 
; very inſtant that hee ſhould land in the Eaſt part of the fort, that hee 
; ſhould giue an attempt on the North fide: | Then hee divided his 
, mien. intothree Boats, and the Pignace beating upon the fort with 
; her 'Ordnance ; hee and Lieutenant Downingy. (at the other twyo pla- | 
 cesfirſtagreed upon) aſlayled the urrermolt fotr., whichaftera goad 
defence made, their reſolution and valour cariedir ; and there they | 
poſſeſt themſelues of three Iron Peeces of the Spaniſh Ordhance, and, 
forced the Rebels into their ſecond fort , where they entertayned a 
good fight for the ſpacepf rwo howers : Butour men being encou- | 
* raged with their firſt good fortune, gaue on.them ſo eagerly, as the | 
Encmy amazed rendered themſclues, and preſently all the weaponed | 
men came. forth , and delivered him poſleſsion of the fort, which |

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was aplace of an exceeding great ſtrength, and in the ſame, arthe 
yeelding up thereof , was the wife of Oven Oſulevan, who fince Fe: 


' bruary laſt had beene held priſoner by Oſulevan Beare + There were 


tound within the fort ſeven barrels of powder, witha ſmall propor- 
| tion of Lead, andaboue threeſcore ſhot for their great Ordnance, as 
alſo aquantiry of Wheat, Oyle, and Vineger : In the Tland there 
' were taken five hundred milch Covves ; of the Rebels foure wore 
| Killed cvvo hurt, who with all the reſt were brought into the Campe, 
and after executed : The fort for that it was, conceived to bee an 
unneceſſary charge, and unmeeteto bee held; rhe Lord Preſident 
cauſed Lieutenant Downings to ruine,and lay it even withthe ground. 
The ſame Night the Lord Preſident, the Earle of Thomond, Sir 
Richard *Percy, Sir Charles Willmozt, Captaine Francis Slingsby , and 
Capraine George Kinſmill, with others ſtanding roundtogether in 
conference, a Musket ſhott came amongſt them from the Caſtle, 
and ſhort Captaine George King/millthrough the left hand, and brake 
many of his bones. | 
The thirteenth about midnight , Tirrell with the Rebells forces 
, Caine as neere tO our Campe as he durſt, and gaue vs a hote alarme, 
powring {hott into our Campe, ſhot through many of our tents and 
cabbins , which did us little or no hurt, who being reſiſted from the 
| North {ide of our Campe, where a little Sconce wasthe ſame da 
 rayfed to hold a Guard in, the charge whereof was impoled on Lieu- 
tenant Tefferey, and good Seconds ſent from us, they ran away. This 
day Sir Samuel! Bagnall arrived at the Campe by Sea , and brought 
| Letters unto the Preſident from the Deputte , commanding him to 
ſend all the Forces unto his Lordſhip ; (except: thoſe of the old Liſt 
_ of Mounſter ) Hee alſo brought with him a Letter from Dos Tohn 
de Aguile..,' which had come by a Merchant of Dublinto theLord

The fourteenth and-fifteenth, our men were buſic making of ga- 
bions , and'drawing the trenches neerer the Caſtle,Capraine Francis 
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| Sithgsby being(as aforeſaid)Trenchmaſter. - | 
"The ſarne day the Preſident, the Earle of Thomond, and Sir (/harles 
Fort taking a-guard of Foot with them, rode (for recreation) out 
of the Campe'towards our laſt camping place, and riding ſoftly by 
the Seaide((all three in ranke) having lefe their Foot behinde them, 
they efpied a Gunner in the Caſtle traverſing of'aPeece of Ordnance; 
This feſtow'(Rid the Prefident) willmake's ſhort at'us ; the word 
was no fooner ſpoken, but fire was given : 'The Prefident knowing 


Horſe, and flood firm; The Earle! and Sir ({hayles ſtarted forward, 
andthe Buller grazed even at their horſe heeles, beating ſome of the 
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tharGunuers doe evermore lay before a moovinig marke , rayned his |

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Jes upon them. The Preſident glad to ſee than paſt danger laugh- | 


ing,fayd, Thar if they had been as good Mechanicall Cannoniers, as | 
they were Commaunders, they would haue ſtood firme as hee did. | 


Alfo this day a whole Culvering was drawne our of the Campe,and | 


certaine ſhot was made; the Bullers being found, the Gunners liked 
it not, and beganto feare their ſucceſſe. The day following , the 


| whole Culvering having been formerly withdrawne, certaine ſhort 


was made out of the Demy-culvering aforeſaid, Vpon fight of the 


ſhor they much rejoyced, ſuppoling that our Culyering had re- | 


ceived ſome miſchance, and ſcorned at any offence wee could doe 
them. | BS. 
The ſixteenth, the Gabions, Trenches, and Platformes were fini- 
ſhed, and in the night the Demy-Cannon, and the two Culve- 
rings were drawen downe, and planted againſt che Caſtle , within 
140 yards. | 

The ſeventeenth, about fiue of the clocke in the morning , our 
Battery conſiſting of one Demie-cannon, rwo whole Culverings, 
and one Demy-culvering, began to play, which continued withour 


intermilsion till rowards nine in the forenoone, at which time a | k

| beaten downe, in which there was a Falcon of yron placed, upon 


che top of the Vaulr, thar continually playedar our Artillery, which 
alſo tumbled downe; with the fall of that Tower, many of theRe- 
bels were buried therein : Thar being ruinated, the Ordnance play- 
ed on the weſt front of the Caſtle, which by one of the clocke in 
the afternoone, was alſo forced downe; Ypon the fall whereof the 
Enemy ſent out a Meſſenger , offering to ſurrender the place, if they 
might haue their lives , and depart with their Armes, anda Pledge 
given for the aſſurance thereof; Neverthelefle they continued ſhoo- 
ting all the while the Meſſenger was comming berweene them and 
us.,, whoſe Meſlage being delivered, the Lord Preſident turned him 
over to the Marſhall , by whoſe direftion hee was executed ; And 
then the Breach being in our apparance aflaultable, the Lord Prefi- 
dent gaue commandement to haue it entred : Whereupon the Cap- 
taines of the Lord Preſidents Regiments , which were commanded 
by Captaine Henrie. Skipwith , Lieutenant Collonell thereof, who 
were to giue the aſſault, and caſt the Dice for the poynr, and who 
{ſhould giue ſeconds; and it fell ro Captaine Dodingtons chance,andto 
be ſeconded by Sir Anth. Cooke their Lieutenants, Francis Kirton,and 
Thomas Mewtas, to giue on firſt, & the reſt of the Regiment toſecond 
them. The Earle of Thomonds Regiment was to ſecond the Lo.Preſ1- 
dents, and during the afſaulr, che rwo Regiments of Sir Richard Per- 
cy, and Sir ([harles Wilmot, were commanded to ſtand in Armes in the

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marker place, aſwell ro aſſure the Campe , as alſo to anſwer all other 


occaſions ; all things being thus diſpoted of, Lieutenant Kirtowac- 


cording to the direction , giving on firſt, inenteringthe breach was 
ar thepuſh of the Pike, on the top of the ſame; who althongh hee 


received three ſhot and hurt inthe right arme, yet with valour and 


reſolution hee kept the place and made it good, till Lieutenant Mew-

top whereof they barricadoed themſclues with barrels of earth, and | 


at the firſt approach there was withio it, ſome of che Enemy with 
a Faulcon of Iron , whom our men forced to quit the place, andto 
retreate themſclues into a Turret adjoyning upon the Sourh fide, 


' which was rampiered with earth ſome ſ1xteene foote high ; flan- 
| king the firft, it being well manned , and therein a Demy Culvering 
' anda Saker of braſle, loaden with haile ſhot; the one whereof th 

- preſently diſcharged upon our men that were poſſeſt of the South-

weſt Turret and Spurre, and going tolade her againe, their Gunner | 


was laine at hisPeece ; whereupon they being for thepreſent depri-

neither annoy them , nor goe betwixt the rwo Turrets aforelaid, 
without diſadvantage and apparant danger of great lofſe, wherethe, 
ſhelter of the wall,and the narrowneſle of the paſſage deprived both 
us and them of all uſe of ſhot , and there for the ſpace of an hower 
andahalfe, it was diſputed with great obſtinacie on either fide ; the 
Enemy ſtill making good defence, and beating with ſhot and ſtones 


upon us, from the ſtaires and likewiſe from thas part of the Caſtle, 


which ſtood from the rop of the Vault, and from under the Vault, | 


both with pecces and by throwing downe ſtones, Iron bullers and 
other annoyances , wherewith many of our men were ſlaine and 
wounded, and wee oppreſcing them in all thoſe places by all meanes 
wee might, and ſtill attempting ro get up to thetop of the Vault by 
the ruines of the breach , which was maintayned by the Enemy, as 
wee were diverstimes forced downe againe : And whileſt in each 
of theſe places, our men were thus employed , Capraine Slingsbies

which the Enemy poſkeſt and defended (hee having beene there two | 


howers before hee diſcovered the ſame, ) by which paſſage our men | 


making their deſcent torhe Enemy, and gayning ground uponthem, 


they being then indeſperate cafe , ſome tourtie of them made a alley 


' out of the Caſtle to the Sea fide , whither our men purluingthem on

the one fide, and they beingcroſt by Capraine Blunlell with a ſmall 
party of men(on the out {ideof the Barbicon) on the other ſide wee 
had the execution of them all there(faving eight which leapt intothe 
Sea to ſaue themſclues by fwvimming : Bur the Lord Preſiden ſup- 

ſing before that they would in their extremity make ſuch an adven- 
rureto eſcape, had appoynced Captaine G1ven Harvyie, and his Licute- 
nant Thomas Stafford, with three boats to keeze the Sea, who had the 
killing of them all otherchreeleapr trom thetop of the Vault, where 
our Souldiers killed them , amongſt which a notable Rebell called 
Melaghlen Moore, (being the man that layed hands firſt uponthe 
Earle of Ormond, and plucked himi from his horle, when hee was ta- 


| ken priſoner by Owhny Mac Roury) wasllaine. 


After this, the courage of the Enemy decreaſing with their Num- 
bers, and not able, nor daring ro make luch:defence as they did be- 


' fore, we gauea new Aſſaulrto thetop of the Vault , where havinz 
| adifficulr aſcent, the ſhotr from che foot of the Breach giving good 


— 


aſſiſtance,(after ſome howers aflault and defence, with ſome loſſe of 
both ſides) wee gayned the top of the Yaulr , and all the Caſtle up- 
wards, and placed our Colours upon the height thereof, the whole 
remaynder of the Ward being threeſcore and feventeene men, were 
conſtrained to retyre into the Sellors , into which wee having no 
deſcent , but by a ſtraight winding ſtony ſtayre, they defended the 
the ſame againſt us, ns chereupon.upon promiſe of their lines, they 
offered to come foorth , bur not to ſtand ro mercy. Norwithſtan- 
ding immediately after, a Fryer borne in Yoghall, called Dominicke 


(,ollins , who had beene brought up in the Waxres of Fraunce, and 


| there under the League had beene a Commiaunder of Horſe in Briz- 


tary, (by them called Captaine Le Branch) came foorth,and rendred 


himſelfe, the Sunne being by this time ſer, and ſtrong guards being 
{ left upon the Rebels remayning in the Celler , the Regiments with- 


drawento the Campe. | 

Theeighteenth inthe morning , three and ewentie morelikewile 
rendered themſelues ſimply to Capraine Blundel!, who the night be- 
fore had the guard , and after their Cannoniers being two Spaniards, 
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| 
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| Candle, and ſtaggering therewith to a barrell of powder(which for 
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and an Italian (for the reſt were ſlaine) likewiſe yeclded themſcelues : 
Then Mac Goghegan chiefe Commander ofthe place, being mortally 
wounded with divers ſhot in his body, the reſt made choiſe of one 
Thomas Taylor, an Engliſh mans Sonne ( the deareſt and inwardeſt 
man with Tirrell, and married to his Neece) to be their Chiefe, who 
having nine barrels of powder,drew himlſelte and hit into the Vault, 
and there fate downe by it, with alight match in his hand, vowin 

and proteſting to ſet iton fire, and blow up the Caſtle, himſelfe and 
allchereſt , except they might haue promile of life, which being by 
the Lord Preſident refuſed; (for the fafetic of our men) his Lord- 
ſhip gaue direction for a new battery upon the Vault, intending to 
bury them in the ruinesthereof,and after a few times diſcharged,and 
the bullets entering amongſt them into the Celler , the reſt tharwere 
with Taylor;partly by interceſsion, but chiefly by compulſion, (threat- 
ning to deliver him up if hee were obſtinate ; ) abour ten of the 
clock inthe morning of the ſame day , conſtrained him to render 
ſimply, who with eight and fourtie more being readyto come forth, 


and Sir George Thornton, the Sergeant Major, Captaine Roger Harvie, | 


Captaine Power, and others entering the Vault to receiuethem, Cap- 
taine Power found the ſaid Richard Mac Goghegan lying there mortal- 
ly wounded ( as before) and perceiving Taylor and the reſt ready to 
render themlclues , raiſed himſelfe fromthe ground, ſnatching alight 


that purpoſe was unheaded) offering to caſt it into the ſame,Captaine 
Power tooke him, and held him in hisarmes , with intentto make 
him priſoner,untill hewas by our men(who perceived his intent )in- 


cothe Campe. 


T he ſameday fiftic eight were executed in the Market place , but 
the Fryer, Taylor , and one Tirlagh Roe. Mac Swiny, a follower unto 
Sir Tirlagh O Brian, and twelue more of Tirrels chiefe men,the Lord 
Preſident reſerved aliue; to trie whether he could draw them to doe 
ſome more acceptable ſervice the their liues were worth: The whole 
number of the Ward conſiſted of one hundred fortie three ſeleted 
fighting men, being the beſt choice of all cheir Forces,of the which 
no one man eſcaped, bur were either flaine, executed , or buried in 
the ruines;and ſo obſtinate and reſolved a defence hath not bin ſeene 
within this kingdome.On our part we loſt inthe place Thomas Smith, 
Caprtaine Franct Slingsbies Lieutenant , and ſome others, many of 
our men were burnt with Powder and Fire-works, which the ene- | 
mie caſt amongſt them as they were in fight: Men of note hurr, 
Captaine Dodington ſhot with twoBullets in the body, but not mor-_ 
tall, his Lieutenant Francr: Kirton ſhot inthe arme and thigh , di- 
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vers Sergeants , and fixtie two Souldiers mainied and wourided, Om | 
of which ſome are dead ſince, and others like to follow. Anda- | 
mongſt the reſt Sir Anthony (ooke , Sir Tarret Harvie, Caprtaine Skip- | 
with,and Captaine Roger Harviereceived ſeverall bruiſes with ſtones 
and Iron bullets lungupon them , bur being well armed, they re- 
ceived no great hurt. In the Caſtle wee gayned ten Peeces of Ocrd- 
nance, whereof foyer were brafſe,rwoofthem being broken by our 
battery, and an other Pecce'of braſle was likewiſe broken by our 
Ordnance , before any part of the Caſtle fell, which the Priſoners 
fy is fo deepely buried in the ruines, as the ſearch of the metall is | 
nor\worth the labour ; all the Carredges were by the fall of the 
Caſtle and by our Artillery ſo broken, as no one of them were left

| andlibertie for himſelfe and his Dependants, bur the reply which he 


| made thereunto was, that he would ranſome the Priſoners with mo- 
. ney, if that mighr bee accepted ; but to be falſe co the King of Spaine | 
| (whom he termed his Maſter) or to betray the Catholike cauſe, hee 
' would never : upon which anſwer his twelve Men(before reſpited) 
evo dayesafter were executed. The caule wherfore he ſo ſuddainly 
| fivarved from his firſt promile of ſervice, was the hopes which hee 
received by Owen Mac Egan the Popes Biſhop of Roſle, lately arrived 
at Ardea, inthe Bay (as aforeſaid) of Clanmarrah.. The Preſident | 
therefore perceiving that they conceived great hope of Spaniards, 
adviſed the day following with the chictes of the Army,what courle | 
was beſtto beetaken with the Caſtle of Dunboy halfe ruined, who 
| wereall of opinion,thata Garriſon which ſhould be left there could 
not defendthemſelves, or giveany great annoyanceto the Spaniard, 
if they ſhould forrune to land there; forbeing ſo remote = all 
, Seconds and ſuccours, were unavoydably lefctroruine : And beſides 
(rhough the Spaniards came not) the ſervice that they could doe in 
| that Countrey , would not counteryaile Her Majeſties charge in

One great cauſe of my writing this private Letter, is this, that |. 
where | ſee/how much it doth diftract your mind to thinke of Spaine | 
behinde you, and of the North before you, fearing to bee diverted | 
from the concluſion of your labours,you may perceiue in what eſtate 
the preparations of Spaine are now , as I am certainly advertiſed by 
one of mine owne, who is newly arrived fromthePort of Lisbone, 
where he tooke ſhippingthe 21 of Iufy. : | 
There are two greatShips, each of them of a thouſand Tunnes, 
| one called the Andrew,8& the other(which ſhall be the Viceadmirall) 
| the name forgotten : Beſides,there are twelue ſhips of rewo hundred 
cunnes and downeward,in which it is reſolved to ſend ſome fiftcene 
hundred men, to haue releeved the ſiege at Bearehaven; the Newes 
of the taking whereof was firſt knowen by a Ship from Waterford 
to Lisbon,and nor before : Of the fifteene hundred men,eight hun- 
dred came from the Groyne, being part of thoſe which were tran(- 
ported out of Ireland. In the Groyne remaineth Odonnelland there is 
onely the great Saint Philip, with ten ſmall Barques,with which he

(G<ns that the Enemie will come no leſſe powerfull then is 
\_I reported, and that the Iriſh will joyne with them ( whereof 
there is no doubt) then conſideration is to bee had, what 1n ſuch a 
Sea of troubles, is meeteſt to bee done, that may beſt preſerue the 
Queenes army with leſt charge, and the way to weary the enenty 
and the countrey. Becauſe my opinion may perchance differ from 
' Other men , whoſe Authority , Greatneſle , and better iudgement 
' (in the worldes opinion) beares more ſway, I will forbeare to deale 
in ſo waightie a bulineſle any farther , then to your ſelte, viing the 

| libertie you haue euer giuen me, to ſay whatl conceiueto be the beſt 
| Counſaile , if the army of Spaine be ſo great as is both reported by 
thoſe that come fromrhence, and expected heere, letus make no 
| doubr, but he will bee Maſter of the field (forthe preſent) and will 
| fo hold himſelfe, except the Armie of Ireland bee reenforced to a 
| farre higher Liſt, the charge whereof will make (if I bee not decei- 
ved) both England and Ireland togroane : Wherefore the belt way | 
(in my conceir) to moderate ſuch huge Expences , is for the preſent 
co be careleſſe of the Countreys generally throughout the kingdome; 
| for inſeeking both to defend them, and to make head againſt the E- 
; Nemy,will be too heavie a burden. The principall regard which we 
oughtto haue, is of the Cities, in every of which I doe wiſh a 
ſtrong Gariſon both of Horſe and foot, able to defend a ſiege : when 
the Enemieſhall ſce that weeare diſperſed into Garriſons, either hee | 
will preſently ( in his beſt ſtrength) goeto beſiege one of thoſe pla- | 
ces,or elle diſperſe, (becauſe hee hath the Countrey to friend) as wee 
doe,it he attempt the beſieging of any of our places aforeſaid, there 
is no doubt, but in ſuch a buſineſſe he will unite all his forces in one, 
then may wee be bold to draw all our forces from their ſeverall Gar- 
riſons, to a head to releeue that place; and with Gods favour make 
no doubt but to enforce the Enemy to riſe, if hee diſperſe, then thole 
Garriſons will be able to maſter the Countries about them, and leaue 
no habitationto relecue either Spanyard or Iriſh; and upon occaſion 
Wo 
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two or more of theſe Garriſons may aſſemble and meet, roeffect 
greater ſervices, then otherwiſe can bee done: This faſhion of a 
watre will in a ſhort time deſtroy allthe Countrey,makethe Iriſh to 
curſe the Spaniard and themlelues , for drawing them hither, driue 
the King to an ineſtimable charge,and hazard by Sea, to victuall and 
| releeue his Army , which otherwiſe will periſh, eaſe the Queenes 
charge, and ſecure the chicte Townes, which is chiefely (and aboue 
all other things) to be reſpe&ted. Suppolingthe Army would land in 
Mounſter, in it I would haue principall regard of Corke, Limerick, 
and Waterford, in cither of which Cities doe with there might be 
a ſtrong Garriſon of three thouſand foore and threehundred horſes, 
one thouſand foote more to be diſperſed for fome poorer places meet 
to be kept, ſo as the Queenes forces ſhouid conlilt of tenthouſand 
foote and one thouſand horle; the reſt of the kingdome (where the 
Spaniards are not) may bee held in awe with ſome Garriſons upon 
them as now they are : This manner of warre(in my conceit) would 
little or nothing increaſe the charge the Queene is nowart, andin a 
ſhort time weary both the Spaniard arid the Iriſh. 

To make itappeare more probableunto you, that theſe Garriſons 
will be able to ruine all che Countrey ar their pleaſures, although the 
Enemy bee never ſo ſtrong : itcannort beedenyed bur fixe thouſa d 
foote and ſixe hundred horſe may bee drawen from the Garriſons ; 
and yet thole left againſt the Iriſh, and Towneſmen ſufficiently guar- 
ded; with ſucha light Army , the Commander may goe where hee 
liſt, and lodge as neere the Spaniard (without harme) as heethinkes 
good : for wee haue the ſame advantage upon them, as thelriſh in 
lighrneſſe haue of us, and with ſuch an- Army (of the Iriſh) thereis 
no doubt to bee made, then it followes that wee ſhall be able to goe 
into every part of theProvince, and retreatat our pleaſures : To the

Sir Charles was exceeding much diſtracted with theſe Newes, be- 
ing exceeding ſorry toraile his ſiege beforethe worke were finiſhed, 


yet putpoſed to obey his direftions; behold a meere caſualty gaue 


| him opportunitie to effe&t his deſires : for the Warders having kil- 


led a Swine for their proviion, and having no plentie of water to 
ſcaldthe ſame, were conſtrained to {inge her (as the manner of ſome 
Countreyes is) with ſtraw, fearne, and ſuch like,as they had within 
the walls. This fire not carefully regarded, rooke hold upon a Ca- | 
bin within the Bavyne adjoyning to the Caſtle wall, and the thatch |

Majeſtic, painefull ro himlelfe , and nothing profitable to the Cap- 
caines or Souldiers, the Countrey beingalready much impoveriſhed

calme: For this Iriſh eſcaped. Lord having conferred with Terrill and 
his aſſociates, and diſcerning that they being very needfull and halfe 
hungerſtarved,(having been ſhut up ſo long within the Mountaines 
of Beare & Deſmond)required bonnaght upon his Countrey,which 
was grievouſlly waſted already by the Engliſh, found the unavoyda- 
ble ruine and deſtruction of himſelfe and his followers,it hee enter- 
tayned that courſe ; and ſecondly, finding the Engliſh poſleſled of all 
his ſtrong holds, both on the ſides, and in the very heart of his Coun- 
trey; and laſtly, his eldeſt ſonne then by the procurement of the Pre- 
fident priſoner in England, and his yonger ſon, with his wife,daugh- 
ter, and ſome of his moſt reſpected followers cloſe priſoners in 
Corke, thought it his wiſcſt courſe to adhere unto the State, if his 
humble ſubmiſſion might bee accepted. Vpon this reſolution the 
rwelfth of Offober, he wrote ſeverall Letters to the Biſhop of Corke, 
ro the Chiefe Iuftice, and ro Capraine Taffe , earneſtly ſolliciting e- 
very of theſe that they would become Mediators and Interceſlors in 
his behalfe to the Lord Preſident, that licence might bee graunted 
unto 
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unto himto make his repaireunto his Lordſhip , proteſting that hee 
would doe any thing within his power to redeeme his former of- 
fences. The whole body of the Councell adjudging his ſuite rea- 
ſonable, the Preſident would not diflent from their unanime opini- 
on, and therefore his requeſt was granted.

Akhough there was never weary Marriner in a violent and tem- | 


peſtuous ftorme , more defired to arriue into his withed Harbour, 
nor a virgin Bride, after a lingering and deſperate toue, more longing 
for the celebration of her nupriall, then the Lord Preſident was to 
gocfor England, yet was hee contenttodeferre his private affe&tions, 
in regard of the publike charge committed unto him ; and therefore 
firſt hee ſent for Sir (/harles Wilmot out of Kerry; .acquainting onely 
him with chat Tourney, becauſe his purpoſe was, having before hand 
had good experience of his ſufficiencie, to leaue him in ſpeciallcruſt 
with the government in his abſence. Then hee tooke order for the. 
ſatisfying of the Lord Deputie his demands, and thereforeappointed 
Sir Edward Wingfield with five hundred foote , the three and rwenti- 
cth of February to take his Iourney into Connaght: And laſtly, ha- 
ving taken order, how the other forces thould be dif pos, he tooke 
his Tourney from Corke towards Dublin ; abour the beginning of 
February being newly cometo Dublin, hee received Letrers from Sir 
Charles Wilmot, that the Lord of Lixnaw having aflembled ſome two 
hundred foote and twenty horſe, in his Faſtnefleneere Liſtall, Cap- 
taine Thomas Bois left by Sir (/harles ro command the Garriſons in 
Kerry, drew-upon his quarter'in the night, killed eighty of his men,
